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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the

Twcolyn  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  of  your  District  for  the  year  1964* 

In  1955  the  mid  year  population  of  the  District  was  8,500*  From 
that  year  onwards  until,  and  including,  1963,  there  was  an  annual  progressive 
fall  of  the  order  of  from  30  to  50  persons  to  reach  the  minimal  figure  of 
7;950  in  the  year  immediately  preceding  the  one  under  review. 

The  Registrar  General' s mid  year  population  estimate  for  I964 
has  been  that  of  8,620,  It  is  problematic  as  to  whether  the  basicpermanently 
resident  population  has,  in  this  last  twelve  months,  either  continued  to 
slowly  decline  or  as  in  fact  really  increased,  because,  of  course,  this 
merely  apparent  increase  of  so  much  as  670  must  be  very  largely,  if  not 
entirely,  associated  vrith  the  labour  force  infliix  resulting  fr«m  the  major 
constructional  ptojoct  taking  place  in  the  District  and  likely  to  continue 
for  some  years  before  completion,  A£  this  project  progresses  from  phase 
to  phase,  then  so  prosumably  will  there  bo  arrivals  and  departiires  according 
to  the  then  skill-demand.  Therefore  it  seems  quite  impossible  at  present 
to  estimate  the  permanently  resident  Population  Picture  f»r  the  time  being. 

The  significance  of  any  population  inerr nsc  or  decrease  is  not  so  much  a matter 
as  between  one  year  and  its  successor  but  as  to  the  trend  over  a period  of 
years.  That  trend  is  of  importance  in  its  intcrpietation  in  relation  to 
future  public  health  service  provisions.  The  principle  such  services  being, 
housing,  sewerage  provision  and  mains  water  extension  schemes. 

In  view  of  the  above  referred  to  temporarily  distorted  population 
estimate  the  Birth  and  Death  Rates  are  the  only  reliable  guide  and  even  these  for 
the  next  .fev  years  must  be  circumspect  because  the  influx  of  people  is  that 
of  the  younger  ago  groups  lArith  increasing  families.  These  in  turn  vdll 
dilute  the  Death  Rate  for  the  next  few  years.  From  1955  to  1959  the  Birth 
Rate  v?e»s  falling.  This  period  was  foUov^cd  by  a tendency  to  slow  increase 
with  considerable  fluctuating  - i960  being  17.3  and  1963  - 18.87,  The 
current  year  has  increased  from  18187  to  19,09,  the  respective  rates  for 
England  and  Wales,  and  for  Anglesey,  are  18.4  and  19*2, 

The  Death  Rate  from  i960  to  I963  produced  an  increase  from  12,4 
to  13.76,  In  the  current  year  that  figure  has  apparently  fallen  from  that 
13,76  to  10,06,  Such  a fall  must  obviously  be  distorted  for  the  reason 
already  mentioned. 

The  total  Rateable  Valuation  has  increased  from  £193,927  to  £161,962,  and 
correspondingly  a Penny  Rate  productivity  has  moved  from  £566. 8s,  to  £629. 

Whereas  the  number  of  dwelling  houses  has  increased  apparently  by 
169  the  number  of  business  premises  has  fallen  by  18, 

T)ie  number  of  actual  Death  occurences  has  fallen  from  127  to  lOl 
with  a proportion  of  58  female  deaths  to  43  male,  A study  of  the  causes 
of  death  does  not  point  to  any  particular  environmental  change.  Cancer  deaths 
have  decreased  from  25  to  20,  of  these  4 wore  due  to  lung  cancer  ( previously 
5),  There  was  not  a single  death  due  to  tuberculosis.  Coronary  diseases 
of  the  heart  decreased  from  26  to  16, 


There  were  no  epidemics  of  Notifiable  Infectious  diseases, 
but  only  sporadic  cases  of  measles,  totalling  53. 

It  is  most  pleasing  to  realise  that  the  Notifications  of 
Tuberculosis  ( All  forms  ) fell  from  seven  to  a single  one,' and  this 
fact  is  all  the  more  worthwhile  in  viev;  of  the  number  of  cases  associated 
with  a coastal  community  in  the  earlier  year. 

It  is  gratifying  to  read  in  the  Public  Health  Inspector' s 
report  that  continuing  progress  is  being  made  in  the  three  main 
provisions  associated  with  a Sanitary  Authority,'  Water  supplies, 
vrhich  of  course  arc  not  the  direct  responsibility  now  of  this  Authority, 
were  extended  in. two  areas  and  the  number  of  properties  now  mains-vrater 
supplied  increased  by  247  ( to  2222  ) as  compared  with  an  increase  of  143  i 
in  the  preceding  year. 

Although  no  now  sewerage  schemes  came* into  operation  during 
the  year,  yet  a greater  number  of  sewerage  house  connections  in  the  current 
year  were  made  in  the  tourist  centres  of  Benllech  and  Moelfro, 

Unfortunately  Ministerial  and  River  Board  amraendments  have 
dictated  a hold  up  of  the  Llanfechell  and  Llancilian  Sevrerage  schemes, 

L 

Council  House  provision  has  increased  from  366  to  420  and 
private  property  provision,  - since  1945^-  has  farther  increased  from 
331  to  415. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  realise  that  betterment  in  laboratory 
testing  has  been  shown  in  that  potential  Summer  time  food  danger  - ice 
cream  - all  of  which  was  prepacked. 

’In  conclusion,  I should,  yet  again,  like  to  thank  the  Chairman 
and  Members  and  the  Clerk  and  his  staff  for  their  interest  and  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  for  thoir  ready  co-operation  and  assistance.

The  sexverage  schemes  were  functioning  during  the  year.  At  Eenllech,  remedial 
work  on  the  sea  outfall  was  continued. 

'T^e  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  became  opera,tive  during  the  year. 
The  Act  requires  the  registration  of  all  offices  and  shops  where  persons  e,re  employed 
for  a total  of  more  than  21  hours  per  week.  Its  scope  is  v;ide  covering  heating, 
lighting,  ventilation,  washing,  sanitary  and  first  aid  facilities,  danger  from 
machinery,  noise  and  vibration,  A completely  nevi  section  requires  notification  and 
investigation  of  accidents,  a report  on  which  must  be  sent  on  to  the  Deputy 
Superintending  Inspector  of  Pactories, 

In  1963?  the  Council  acquired  the  property  knov/n  as  the  Gx  Land  ^'nrmy  Hostel, 
Llanerchymedd  in  order  to  have  premises  available  should  any  firm  wish  to  establish 
a business  to  provide  employment  in  the  area.  During  this  year,  the  premises  were 
taken  over  by  Messrs.  Ba.rons  Court  Products, 

The  third  stage  of  the  re -development  area  in  Llanerchymedd  was  put  in  hand 
during  the  year. 

The  number  of  houses  improved  v;ith  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants  continues  to 
rise.  During  the  year  70  houses  v/ere  improved.
